School leaders in the Crawford-Oscoda- 
Ogemaw-Roscommon Intermediate School 
District (COOR ISD) are hoping the second 
time is a charm for a special education mill- 
age voters will decide next Tuesday. 

Voters are being asked to consider a 
millage increase of $.5852 to a total of 
1.2181 on each $1,000 of taxable valuation 
on the Tuesday, Nov. 8 general election bal- 
lot. 

The total amount generated by the 1.218] 
millage rate would equal $3,573,411, an 
increase of $1,716,739. If approved, the 
average funds per special education student 
would be $2,521, an increase of approxi- 
mately $1,000 from where it is currently. 

In May, Crawford County voters passed 
the special education millage, which voters 
are now being asked to reconsider, by a 
488 yes to 416 no vote. The millage in the 
ISD’s four-county service area, however, 
was defeated by a 4,684 no to 2,878 yes 
vole. 

The millage was also supported by voters 
in the Fairview and Mio AuSable School 
Districts, but was turned down by voters in 
the Houghton Lake, Roscommon and West 
Branch-Rose City School Districts. 

Due to stale budget cuts and declining 
enrollment, the Crawford AuSable School 
District received over $1.2 million less for 
the 2011-11 school year. 

Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joe Powers said support of 
the millage is critical to keep up the ongo- 
ing high achievement in the classrooms. 

“We are very excited with the high per- 
formance our students are achieving aca- 
demically and we are very hopeful that the 
local community values that as much,” 
Powers said. “The COOR ISD millage 
would help offset part of the largest cut to 
education ever. This funding issue helps all 
students in our schools.” 

The special education millage would pro- 
vide $340,000 each year for the Crawford 
AuSable School District. 

If approved, a person with a $100,000 
home, which has a state assessed value of 
$50,000, would pay an additional $23.40 in 
taxes per year. 

Powers added that approval of the special 
education funding measure would also

Students learning financial 
literacy at Grayling High School

Grayling High School teachers are 
leaching students how to make sense 
out of dollars and cents so they have a 
better future. 

Graying High School teachers are 
beginning their fourth year of teaching 
a financial literacy course to junior and 
senior students. 

Teaching the course was prompted 
by State of Michigan education lead- 
ers, who allowed financial literacy to 
be taught as a math elective after stu- 
dents have taken algebra two. 

The state allows social-studies teach- 
ers to teach the class, and Grayling

“T liked his approach because it was 
very goal centered,” Cobb said. 

The course covers fundamental day- 
to-day budgeting and economic prac- 
tices such as maintaining a checking 


account and a check registry, following 
the stock market and investments, eval- 
uating risks based on where money is 
placed, mortgagees, studying other 
forms of investments, evaluating 
careers based on what they provide as 
far as pensions and benefit and priori- 
tizing and budgeting. 

“It’s really the whole gamete focused 
in on the most conservative way you 
want to use your money,” Cobb said. 

Baby steps to improving your eco- 
nomic situation include establishing a 
short-term emergency fund and paying 
off all debts with the exception of your 
house. 

Long-term financial goals saueted in 
the course include establishing an 
emergency fund to cover six to [2 
months of expenses. 

The course also covers investments 
and the ability to set aside money for 
charities. 

Cobb said the stock market has his- 
torically returned cight to }2 percent 
on investments. 

“That risk, is very scary for the short 
term, especially when you’re looking at 
the times were in right now, but in any 
30 year period of time, it’s been a very 
positive return on your investment 
whether you’re looking at the Great 
Depression, the Cuban-missile crisis or 
9/11, when you saw the stock market 
dip,” Cobb said. “If you look at the big 
picture, there 1s a positive return for 


your investment.” 

Cobb said he has received positive 
feedback, including a student who 
negotiated a favorable rate for a rental 
cat for his family and from another stu- 
dent who was able to buy a car without 
making payments. 

“Tt was a cool thing to be part of and 
it’s something I’ve been very proud of,” 
Cobb said. 

Cobb’s brother, Loren Cobb, a 
Grayling High School math teacher, 
started teaching the financial literacy 
class this year. 

Grayling High School Principal 
Donna Boughner said the staff takes 
great pride in offering the class, espe- 
cially in today’s trying financial times. 

“We are thrilled to be able to have 
this opportunity for our students at 
Grayling High School,” Boughner 
said, “This class offers students sound 
financial procedures to help ensure sta- 
bility in the future. We also provide the 
workbook and budget templates for 
students to reference in their adult 
lives.” 

Craig Cobb recently made a presen- 
tation to the Crawford AuSable Board 
of Education on the financial literacy 
class. 

“IUs a great service that we provide 
our students and they also get a math 
credit for taking the class,” said 
Crawford AuSable School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers,

Man who left woman in 


woods in Lovells arrested

An Indiana man was 
arrested for robbing, con- 
fining and strangling a 
woman who was left in the 
woods near Lovells. 
Officers from the 
Indianapolis Metropolitan 
Police Department arrested 


Matthew Jackson, 28, of 


Cicero, Ind. on felony 
charges of robbery, 
counts of criminal con- 
finement and strangula- 
tion. 

The charges stem for an 
incident where a 51-year- 
old Indianapolis woman 
was assaulted, robbed, 
kept in a hotel room on 
Oct. 1, and then driven to 
the Grayling area. 

The woman met Jackson 
and another women while 
she was drinking in the 
lounge at a hotel. After 
having some drinks at their 
table, the couple invited 
the woman back to their 
room. 

After some time in the 
room, Jackson went to the 
bathroom, when the other 
woman alleged the woman 
stole their money. The 
money was kept in a ciga- 
rette pack. 

The woman then went to 
the bathroom, removed the 
ceramic lid off thé toilet 
tank, and swung it with 
both hands, hitting the vic- 
tim in the face causing 
pain, swelling and black 
eyes. 

Jackson then confronted 
the victim about the 
money. He grabbed her by 
the neck, squeezed and 
pushed her into a wail 
while still applying pres- 
sure. The victim was 
chocked and could not 
breath. The couple then

stole her purse, four rings, 
two bracelets and money 
kept in her pants pocket. 
They also stripped off her 
bloody clothing. 

The couple then took the 
woman to their car and 
began traveling. According 
to police reports, Jackson 
talked about dropping the 
victim off into the woods 
and killing her. Later, they 
stopped for gas near the 
Michigan border and the 
victim said Jackson told 
her he would kill her if she 
yelled or called the cops. 
Awhile later, the couple 
pulled over in a wooded 
area and told the victim to 
get out. The victim exited 
the car and was expecting 
to be shot, but the car took 
off and she was left alone 


in the woods on Oct. 2. 

The victim spent the 
night in the woods. When 
she awakened on Oct. 3, 
she continued to walk and 
found a roadway and a 
SUV a few yards away. 
The driver of the SUV took 
the woman to Caid’s 
Corner Grocery Store in 
Lovells, where she was 
clothed and an ambulance 
and Crawford County 
Sheriff's Deputy Ryan 
Finstrom responded to the 
scene. 

Police arrested Jackson 
based on a description 
given by the victim. An 
officer contacted managers 
at the hotel, which has a 
policy of requiring copies 
of identification upon

Conservative —_— national 
columnist George Will even 
has taken him to task on the 
subject of ethanol, claiming 
that Mr. Romney’s lack of 
clarity on how he feels 
about ethanol and what he 
would do as president about 
ethanol shows he has no 
political philosophy on 
ethanol. 

When did treatment of 
ethanol become a philo- 
sophical matter? 

Some of Mitt Romney’s 
views may have changed for 
crass political reasons, but 
some of his views may well 
have changed because of 
developing — convictions. 
Who knows for sure?

ALL OF WHICH points 
to the ill-founded expecta- 
tion that once an individual 
seeks public office, he/she 
must have an established, 
unchangeable, life-long 
position on every conceiv- 
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able issue and any question 
that may arise as the process 
of seeking and then holding 
office proceeds.

Public forest ownership, 
current and future roles 


Public ownership of forest 
land offers promises not possi- 
ble on privately owned land, 
especially in terms of the 
future. But those promises 
don’t come without debate and, 
sometimes, sacrifices. 
Management of these public 
forests comes with a complex 
of laws and regulations con- 
structed by legislatures and 
public agencies ., . and a histo- 
ry of litigation. 

The national trends, which 
are also true in Michigan, sug- 
gest that private forest land will 
become increasingly 
parcelized. Property tax struc- 
tures help to successfully drive 
forest land into increasingly 
smaller sub-divisions, This 
parcclization leads to fragmen- 
tation of the forest into bits and 
pieces, which has important 
negative environmental and 
economic implications. Recent 
research in northern Wisconsin 
has documented this otherwise 
intuitive process. Over the next 
ten years, Michigan will likely 
see about 3.5 million acres 
change hands, with much of 
that to be parcelized, followed 
by forest fragmentation. 

The principal promise of 
publicly owned forest land is 
the continued presence of forest 
cover, especially relatively 
large blocks. These large 
blocks provide advantages, eco- 
nomically, environmentally, 
and socio-culturally. Of course, 
management of these vast forest 
lands is often controversial. 
However, at least they remain 
as intact forest lands for future 
generations to enjoy and derive 
benefit. 

Large forested blocks are eas- 
ier to manage for timber pro- 
duction, and we all use about 
the equivalent of a two by four 
each day. Larger areas provide 
management flexibility not 
available on smaller blocks, or 
at least not so easily. 
Additionally, most private for- 
est owners don’t rank timber 
production very high on their 
list of reasons to own forest 
land, It is interesting to note the 
declining. harvest trend, and 


tract size, on private forest 
lands from the western Upper 
Peninsula to the southern 
Lower Peninsula. 

Large forested blocks provide 
enough space for wildlife 
species with wide ranges or 
those with preferences for inte- 
rior habitats. Larger forested 
blocks may be better protected 
from certain exotic species. 
Large blocks tend to be less 
fragmented, coming closer to 
providing the potential quality 
and quantity of ecological ser- 
vices associated with forested 
areas. Manage- ment of large 
forest areas also sequesters 
huge volumes of carbon, which 
will moderate the effects of cli- 
mate change. Unmanaged 
forests provide less carbon ben- 
efit. 

Large forested blocks offer 
recreation opportunitics not 
otherwise available. An exten- 
sive snowmobile system or 
loops of cross-country ski trails 
are much easier to accommo- 
date across large ownership 
blocks. Public lands, along 
with corporate land enrolled in 
State timber property tax pro- 
grams, offer access for hunting, 
fishing, and other traditional 
recreational use. Tourism, 
another vital rural Michigan 
industry, depends, in part, upon 
vast and extensive forests as an 
attraction. 

Public ownership of forest 
lands requires funding, which is 
an issue within respective legis- 
latures. Federal forests receive 
budgets from the U.S. Congress 
filtered through Washington, 
D.C, administrators, State 
ownership receives a small slice 
of income from general taxes, 
about $1.40 per person for the 
DNR. Most DNR funding 
comes from other sources, usu- 
ally with specific strings 
attached. Both ownerships pro- 
vide monetary compensation to 
local governments and schools, 
although the amounts and tim- 
ing attract argument, Timber 
sale revenue is earmarked for 
specific uses and, those too, are 
prescribed by lawmakers. 

Some would say forests are 


good investments for the public 
good. Some would argue other- 
wise. 

Public forests, especially 
state and county owned forests, 
provide commercial timber that 
has huge positive roles in the 
rural economies, and ecologies, 
of the Upper Lake States. 
Across Michigan, state lands 
provide significant quantities of 
timber, but not usually as much 
(per acre) as corporate and fam- 
ily forest lands. Corporate 
lands come closest to achieving 
maximum sustainable timber 
production. The federal forests 
contribute significantly less. 
The ownership complexion of 
timber supply from different 
Michigan regions varies consid- 
erably. 

Michigan has about 7.6 mil- 
lion acres (38 percent) of public 
forest, while Wisconsin has 
about 5.1 million acres (30 per- 
cent) and Minnesota has about 
9,6 million acres (56 percent). 

Michigan has about 19.3 mil- 
lion forest acres, covering 
roughly Half the State. It’s one 
of the largest forests in the 
United States. About 2.6 mil- 
lion acres are in federal owner- 
ship (mostly Forest Service) 
and another 4.4 million in 
state/local government owner- 
ship (mostly state forests). The 
balance of Michigan forest is 
privately owned, with about 9.6 
million acres in family owner- 
ship and almost 2.7 million 
acres in corporate hands, 

In the long-run, Michigan’s 
human population will continue 
to increase. Demands for tim- 
ber and recreation will grow. 
The pressure to develop private 
forest land will continue to 
increase. The goods and ser- 
vices from much of this private 
land will continue to decline. 
States with large public forest 
ownership will be somewhat 
insulated from these nationwide 
trends. They will be in a better 
position to accommodate the 
needs of future citizens, 

Public forest ownership is an 
asset that will become more 
important as the decades roll 
by.

Jim Giessel, a Waters resi- 
dent who was given the 
Native American name 
“White Buffalo,” was 
inspired to move forward 
with the wigwam project 
after reading the book David 
Shoppenagen & The Place 
Between the Rivers, The 
book, authored by W.E. 
Tudor, details how Native 
Americans lived and trav- 
eled between the AuSable 
River and Manistee River as 
they did their hunting, fish- 
ing, trapping and trading. 

The wigwam is being built 
on the south side of the 
AuSable River near 
Grayling’s Nature Center 
and the playground equip- 
ment located in the Grayling 
City Park. 

In October, Giessel and 
his wife, Sue Giessel, who 
goes by the name “Northern 
Cloud,” gave in class presen- 
tations to Grayling 
Elementary third graders. 

It’s part of the state cur- 
riculum to teach Native 
American. history up. until 
when Michigan joined the 
union in 1837. 

The Giessels were in full 
Native American dress, dis- 
played a model of the wig- 
wam and talked about how 
Native Americans lived and 
survived. 

“The kids loved it and 
they were extremely excited 
when they said they were 
going to help build the wig- 
wam,” said Laurie Canfield, 
a Grayling Elementary 
School third grade teacher. 

Last week, the students 
walked to the park, built the 
frame for the wigwam and 
peeled. corn stalks that were 
placed on the outside of the 
wigwam. 

“You’re learning about 
history in the classroom,” 
Giessel said. “Today, you’re 
making history.” 

Third grader Jenna Haring 
said she was proud to being

part of building the wigwam 
to honor Chief 
Shoppenagon. 

“YT enjoyed going there and 
trying to build something for 
a people in the history of 
Grayling,” Haring said. 

Fellow third grader Alison 
Brown said she liked being 
part of a team effort, build- 
ing the wigwam for the com- 
munity and its visitors. 
 “T liked it because all the 
kids were doing something 
together that was in the his- 
tory of Grayling and we got 
to build a wigwam that some 
of us haven’t even heard 
about before,” Brown said. 

Third grade teacher Jane 
Urban said it was beneficial 
for the students to twist the 
tree branches and peel the 
com stalks, as the wigwam 
was being framed and built. 

“The kids enjoyed it and 
the hands on part of it,” 
Urban said. 

Third grade — teacher 
Suzanne Schlachter said 
building the wigwam will 
benefit the students thts win- 
ter when they begin their 
Native American history 
studies and learn about long 
houses, which were built 
with timber and items from 
the forest. 

“They will have an even 
better understanding of the 
wigwam verses the long 
houses that they built in the 
winter and how many fami- 
lies lived in cach one,” 
Schlachter said. 

A group of children from 
Frederic stopped by to help 
work on the wigwam last 
weekend and dozens have 
stopped by to check on the 
community project. 

“The kids are like 
sponges,” Giessel said. 
“They ask more questions 
and ask questions that adults 
don’t even think to ask.” 

Giessel is covering the top 
and outside of the wigwam 
with cedar and birch bark 
and hopes to finish the proj- 
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ect before snow flies. If not, 
he plans to cover the wig- 
wam with a tarp until next 
spring. 

Giesse] said the wigwam 
will be part of the city park 
for decades as tong as it’s 
maintained. 

“This is something that 
they’}] remember for the rest 
of their lives,’ Giessel said. 

Renee Lewicki, chair- 
woman for the social studies 
curriculum committee for 
Grayling Elementary 
School, took her class down 
to help work on the wigwam 
to give them a perspective on 
what students learned last 
year. 

“They will get to come 
back in 20 or 30 years and 
tell their own kids that they 
got to be part of that,” 
Lewicki said. “They’re 
involved in their community 
and they are part of history 
so I’m happy to be part of 
that.” 

Patrick Potter, a Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources forester, stopped 
by while the wigwam was 
being framed. Potter’s son, 
James, is a student in 
Urban’s third grade class. 

Potter was impressed after 
hearing about how the 
nomadic Native Americans 
left the wigwams, but would 
take the bark and hides cov- 
ering the outside to build 
new shelters. 

“The structures stayed 
intact, building them had 
minimal impact on the forest 
and the simplicity of putting 
them in and constructing 
them I found intriguing,” 
Potter said, 

The Potters are already 
planning on building their 
own wigwam along with 
some friends next year. 

“It will just take a couple 
of hours to find the right spot 
to get some small saplings 
and the materials,” Potter 
said. “It will be a nice sum- 
ner project.”
